ulations governing the wearing of medals 
granted’ officers and enlisted men of 
the U. S. and foreign countriés in the 
war. % 

The fact that the abolition of full dress 
tn the army, which was the only pre- 
scribed background for the medals and 
decorations, wrecked the old regulations 
is made the reason for the new orders. 
Only the ribbon badges, tokens of médals 
or foreign service, are authorized tod be 
worn upon field uniform. 

“In the field no medals shall be worn,” 
reads the new order of Gen. March, “It 
is optional with the. individual whether 
or not he shall wear his ribbons.” 

Continuing, the distinction between 
medals and ribbon badges for social, 
formal, ceremonial, mess and field attire 
is prescribed. Commanding officers are 
permitted to order the wearing of spe- 
cial decorations 6n extraordinary occa- 
sions such as evening parades, formal

Figures for the total 
crop, however—918,000,000 bushels— 
are 1,000,000 bushels more than last 
year, with 67,000,000. bushels of old 
wheat carried over from the 1917 crop, 
making the supply ample. 


“ Flour production has been extreme- 
ly heavy,” Mr. Barnes said. \“ Flour 
stocks are also heavy.”

N the window of a flower shop in 
Monroe street there are four ducks. 
At any hour of the day you will 
find people standing there looking 

at them and guessing what they are. 

Two of these ducks are Chinese man- 


ducks. The chinks are a wee bit more 

gorgeous than the Yanks, carrying 

some large feathers of an unusually 

rich brown or fawn color but our wood 

dueks are niore graceful in carriage. ~ 


That such a tropical looking bird as 
the wood duck breeds in Illinois and 
neighboring states seems to be news to 
a great many people who stop to look 
them over. I wonder what they would 
say if someone told them that along 
the Ilinois river last October it was 
no uncommon sight to see several 
hundred of them at one time; that 
they were so numerous as to be a 
positive nuisance to duck hunters. Two 
weeks ago today there were still some 
around and two flocks just insisted on 
coming into our blind.

Wood ducks are protected by both 
state and federal laws and this makes 
their presence embarrasssing to hunt- 
ers who are unable to identify them 
quickly. When you see them in the. 
distance you can tell them by their 
rocking flight and “fan” tails, 
usually they fly low and are often upon 
you before you know it. Then watch 
how they light. They do not stand on 
their tails and use thei feet for brakes 
like most pond ducks but pitch right 
into the decoys with their wings flap- 
ping until they hit the water; also 
listen closely and you will hear: them 
squeal: “ ou-e-e-e-k; ou-e-e-e-ek.”

SHOP DEMOCRACY 


De Muth Company Puts 


Blame on Radical 
Agitator. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

A two weeks’ strike, engineered from 
the outside, does not appear to have 
shattered the faith of William De Muth 
& Co., Richmond Hill, N. Y., makers of 
pipes and other smokers’ articles, in the 
system of “industrial democracy” it 
set up two and a half years ago. 

The walkout of the pipemakers 
seems to furnish a cross-section view 
of many other larger labor disturb- 
ances. Alien influence played a lead- 
ing part, according to the company. 
The plant operates under a joint man- 
egement plan. The men have some- 
thing to say in fixing their hours and 
wages, and they also get a split in the 
proiits. But an outside organizer 
stirred the men up, and the company 
tound itself handicapped in combatting 
the agitation by the fact that the 
working force contained a large pro 
portion of foreigners who had come 
over too recently to become American- 


ized. So it clos.i down, and when it; 


reopened 60 per cent of the men went 


back, 
A Leading Example. 

What makes this little tieup rather 
important is the fact that the De Muth 
plan is one of the two chief systems 
of shop committee organizations which 
many American empioyers have inau- 
gurated since the armistice. It has 
been studied in great detail by leading 
business organizations, and the imme- 
diate effect of the strike was the lifting 
of skeptical eyebrows by some. B. A. 
Martin, head of the De Muth depart- 
ment of industrial democracy, takes up 
the cudgels in its behalf. He wrote 
yesterday: 

“Our strike was brought about by a 
radica] agitator whose business it is 
to formulate unions in industries 
where none have previously existed. 
This radical outsider got other con- 
cerns to follow him, but was shrewd 
enough to realize nothing could be ac- 
complished without our mass of work. 
ers being added to his membership list. 
This was a difficult task, so he resorted 
io intimidations of all sorts. 

Sixty Per Cent Return. 

“A very small percentage went out 
but when we found that 
those who were anxious to remain with 
us were intimidated to a dangerous de- 
gree, we decided to close our plant for 
two weeks. We resumed business and 
today have about 60 per cent of the 
places filled. The majority of the 
othere explain that through fear of per- 
sona)] injury to themselves or families 
they are postponing their return to 
work, 

“Like a great many other concerns 
during the war we were compelled to 
employ foreigners, whom we fave not 
had time to Americanize. This is the 
class that is the most ungrateful for 
proper treatment. We recognize the | 
need of eliminating the radical element 
before we can expect eruptions to 
cease. 

“Our reason for writing you is that 
we feel you should know the cause of 
the strike. which so many people think 
should have been avoided in view of 
our internal organization plan, in 
which we have not lost a bit of faith; 
on the contrary, it shal] be retained as 
a permanent part of our organization.”
